London, April IS-—Lord Roberts criti- 


cisms of General Buller and Warren 
ard Colonel Thorneycroft continue the 
topic of acute interest. 


All the afternoon newspapers com- 


ment at length on the strictures of the 
British commander-in-chief in South 
Africa, talking the same lines as the 
morning' papers, praising Lord Roberts 
for his frankness an£ speculating upon 
what the publication of the dispatches 
at the present moment portends. 


Some of them maintain there is noth- 


ing left for General Buller but to re- 
sign. 


The St. James Gazette is particular- 


ly scathing. Referring to General Bul- 
ler's report it says: "Never in the his- 
tory of arms did it happen that gen- 
erals scribbling their confessions of 
failure and defeat, useless deaths of 
men and discredit to the flag in a 
manner which suggests the careful se- 
lection of the forced jocularity of the 
funny man, the slangy chatter of the 
horsey woman and the gabble of the 
smoking room late.in the evening, 
The Globe declares that "A more piti- 
able record of indiscretion in plan and 
confusion 
in execution we seldom 


read," and adds, "What little reputa- 
tion General Bulier had left will be 
scattered to the winds." 
Ia>rd Roberts Flays Warren and Crili- 


clzes Bailer 


London, April 18.—In the absence of 


• any decisive news from South Africa the 
publication of Lord Roberts' dispatcher 
describing the Spion kop and other oper- 
ations, from Jan. 17 to Jan. 24, Is the 
main subject of comment here. 


This dispatch, written Feb. 13, has been 


In the hands of the war department for 
five weeks. Just why it is published now, 
in the middle of th« campaign, is not 
understood, unless it Is expected that 
General Buller and General Warren will 
ask to be relieved of their commands. 


In this report Lord Roberts fairly flays 


General Warren, who was In charge of 
the ill-fated movement upon Spion kop, 
and sharply criticises General Buller 
himself as knowing the conditions which 
led to the headless and disorganized re- 
treat. 


The effect of the report Is distinctly de- 


pressing to those who have believed 
strongly in General Buller's ability as 
a leader, and there is a tendency to re- 
sent Lord Roberts' strong words as 
untimely, in view of General Buller'g 
present position in Natal. 


The revelation of their Incapacity must 


tend to undermine the confidence of the 
troops under their leadership. 


Lord Roberta' dispatch, with the en- 


closure, is the great feature of the 
London press this morning. In a long 
editorial The Daily News speaks of the 
"somewhat appalling language" of the 
dispatch, and then goes on to say: Upon 
the whole these dispatches are dis- 
quieting and disheartening in no or- 
dinary degree. 
Following immediately 


upon the recall of General Gatacre, they 
wdll create a widespread feeling of un- 
easiness and anxiety. 


The Standard, which is supposed to be 


in the confidence of the government, 
says: "It Is scarcely likely thfrt the pub- 
lication of Lord Roberts' dispatch is 
without a purpose. It irresistibly sug- 
gests whether It is not to be followed 
by further important changes in the 
South African command's. 
Painful as 


such measures may be, there must be 
no hesitation in carrying them out If 
they are required in tife public Interest. 


Whether the government has any 


special purpose or not in publishing the 
dispatch, the way In which it has been 
received will make It most difficult to 
retain the censured commanders in ac- 
tive service. 


AbitrttcU From til* Report ot General 


Roberts 


Lord Roberts, submitting General 


Buller's dispatches describing the Spion 
kop and other operations from January 
17 to January 24, deals severely with 
Geqeral Warren and 
some others. 


Even General Buller does not escape. 
Lord Roberts complains that the plan 
of operations is not clearly described in 
the dispatches. After sketching Gen- 
eral Buller's intentions, as communi- 
cated to Sir Charles Warren, who com- 
manded the whole force, Lord Roberts 
points out that Gene-ral Wan-en seems 
to have concluded, after consultation 
with his officers, 
that the flanking 


movement ordered by General Buller 
was impracticable, an. dtherefore so 
changed the plan of advance as to 
necessitate the capture and retention 
of Spion kop. Lord Roberts continues: 
"As Warren1 considered it impossible to 
make'the wide flanking movement 
which was recommended, if not ac- 
tually prescribed, in the secret in- 
structions, he should forthwith have 
acquainted Buller with the course he 
proposed to adopt. There is nothing to 
shrow whether he did so or not. But it 
is only fair to Warren to point out that 
Buller appears throughout to have 
been aware of what was happening." 


Regarding the 
withdrawal 
from 


S-pion kop, the retention of which had 
become essential to the relief of Lady- 
smith, Lord Roberts says: "I regret 
to be unable to concur with Buller in 
thinking Thorneycroft exercised wise 
discretion in ordering- the troops to re- 
tire. I am of the opinion that ThofiP 
eycroft's assumption of responsibility 
and authority who wholly inexcusable. 
During! the |night the •enemy's fire 
could not haveb een formidable, and it 
would not have taken more than two or 
three hours for Thorneycroft to com- 
municate by messenger with Major 
General Coke or Warren. Coke ar- 
pears to have left Spion kop at 9.?f 
p. m. for the purpose of consulting with 
Warren. Up to that hour the idea vl 
withdrawal had not been entertained 
Yet, 
almost immediately after Coke' 


departure, Thorneycroft issued the or 
der, without reference to sunerior pr 
thority, which upset the whole plan o 
operations and rendered unavailing t'1 
sacrifices already made to carry it int i 
effect. 
It is only rigt to state tha. 


Thorneycroft appears to have behaved 
in a very gallant manner throughout 
the day. The attempt to relieve Lady- 
smith was well devised, and I agree 
with Buller in thinking it ousht to 
ho %•> succeeded. That it failed may in 
rome measure have been due to the dif- 
ficulties of the ground and the com- 
manding positions held by the enemy, 
and nrobably errors' of judgment and 
want of administrative capacity on 
the part of Warren, But whatever 
faults Warren may have committed, 
the failure must also be attributed to 
the disinclinatin of the officer in su- 
preme command to assert his authority 
and see that what he thoug-ht best was 
done, arid also to the unwarrantable 
and needless assumption of responsi- 
bility by a subordinate officer."

Lord Roberts wires that he expected 


to clear the southeastern section of the 
Free State, east of Ae railway, and 
then to swing round to the north and to 
turn one after another the positions held 
toy the Boers north of Bloemfonteln. 
General Buller's prohibition of all press 
telegrams in Natal until further notice 
is taken to indicate that a movement is 
ftbout to begin there.

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PATIENCE IS EXHAUSTED 


Diplomacy Has Failed to Make 


"Unspeakable Turk" Keep 


His Word 


Washington, April IS.—Th' diplomat 


relations between the United States and 
Turkey are in a critical state, growing 
out of the sultan's bad faith. He prom- 
ised to pay the indemnity claims of the 
Auit'iic-in missionaries for the destruc- 
tion ot «?isht buildings of the Euphrates 
co!>-;e at Harpoo: and several buildings 
belonging to the American missionaries 
at iiaraih during the Armenian massa- 
cus ot' 13*5 


Mr. Straus. United States minister to 


Turkey, is at present here on leave of 
absence. As has already been an- 
nounced, he presented his resignation, 
but the president, regarding the services 
of Mr. Straus as indispensable, indefi- 
nitely extended his leave, subject to the 
call of the secretary of state, whenever 
circumstances may necessitate his re- 
turn. 


I 
Diplomacy appears to have exhausted 


Itself at Constantinople, the sultan hav- 
ing promised to pay the indemnity 
claims, amounting to some 590,000, which 
promise was again renewed prior to Mr. 
Straus' departure, 
&nd although 16 


months have elapsed since the promias 
was firsrt made, that promise still re- 
xo^ins unf ulfllled. What action the gov- 
ernment will now take to enforce the 
sultan's promise is not definitely known, 
'but as the«ituatlon is critical, it may re- 
eult tn Secretary Hay sending the Turk- 
ish minister at Washington his passport. 


The question involved between the two 


; countries is no longer one resting upon 
disputed-points of international law, but 
•upon the sultan's broken faith. This 's 
not his only promise, he having- stated to 
our minister that he would give his per- 
mit for the reconstruction of the Ameri- 
can college and school buildings, yet up 
to the present the official permit, upon 
one excuse and another, has been -with- 
held. 


When Dr. Ansell resigned in 1S9S the 


relations between the two countries were 
critical by reason of the inaction of the 
Turkish government, and its refusal to 
entertain the indemnity claims. 
Mr. 


Straus, by reason of his successful previ- 
ous mission and his past experience-, was 
summoned by the president to take up 
the mission as best qualified to adjust 
the pending- questions in a manner satis- 
factory to both countries. Shortly after 
his arrival at Constantinople, In Septem- 
ber, 1S9S, several matters yielded to 
'negotiation. 


He then addressed himself to the main 


questions, the compensatiop for mis1- 
eionary buildings destroyed, and for 
property looted, and for the permit for 
their rebuilding. The Turkish govern- 
ment, shortly before the departure of 
Dr. Angell, sent a reply denying all lia- 
bility for the buildings and property 
destroyed. A similar reply was sent to 
the ambassador; of England, Prance and 
Italy, having-like claims. 


Mr. Straus took up the question anew, 


basing- his argument upon the well- 
recognized principles of international 
law, with the result that at an audience 
with the sultan on Dec. S, 1S9S, the sultan 
p'-omised to pay the claims. The claims 
were examined with great care, based 
upon the princfple of indemnity for the 
actual value of the property destroyed. 
The sultan also stated that he had given 
permission for the reconstruction of the 
destroyed buildings. Neither of thesu 
promises have been kept. 


The situation is practically this: Our 


minister has succeeded in obtaining 
judgment by confession upon the claims. 
Which confession was made by the sul- 
tan himself, but the execution remains 
unsatisfied. Mr. Straus has, under the 
guidance of Secretory Hay, done every- 
thing diplomacy could accomplish to 
bring to the sultan's attention the seri- 
ousness of the situation. Our minister, 
Rs well as our government, hoped that 
tne sultan's promise, though' delayed, 
Tfould be fulfilled. 


During the continuation of Minister 


Straus' leave of absence the legation Is 
in charge of Lloyd C. Griscorn, the sec- 
retary of legation, who Is fully con- 
versant with the business.

Combs, charged withiwilful murder of 
Mr. Goebel. 


In the indictment relating to the al- 


leged accessories three other men are 
indirectly referred to. as accessories, 
though no indictments were' reported 
against them. They ore Governor "W. S. 
Taylor, Green Goldemand Captain John 
Davis. 


Henry E. Youtsey, mentioned as the 


first principal, was a clerk in the office 
of State Auditor Sweeney. James and 
Berry Howard are cousins and moun- 
taineers of note in connection with tb« 
old Howard feud. They were with the 
men alleged to,have been brought here 
by the Powers brothers, Finley and 
o-thers on the "excursion of mountain- 
eers.' ' Harland "Whittaker lived in But- 
ler, Governor Taylor's home county, and 
is alleged to have been in the. room-In 
the executive building from which the 
shot was fired. Dick Combs lived at 
Beattyville, and also came here with thk 
mountain men. 


Caleb Powers is the Republican con- 


testee for secretary of state, and Jo!s*i 
T, Powers is his brother. Charles Fin- 
ley was secretary of state when Vf. O. 
Bradley was governor. He is now in 
Indianapolis. W. H. Culton was a clerk 
in the office of Auditor Sweeney. "Whar- 
ton Golden was a member of the Taylor 
state guard, and claimed to turn state's 
evidence in the examining trial of Caleb 
Powers when he recited what hen laimed 
to be the inside facts relating to the al- 
leged conspiracy to murder Goebel ami 
enough Democratic memSers of the leg- 
islature to give the Republicans a ma- 
jority. 


It is stated that tfi« conrmonwealtli 


will at once nolle the indictment against 
Golden in consideration of his testimony.

three hours yesterday Mr. Hoar occu- 
pied the attention ef the senate with a 
speech in opposition to the policy of 
"imperialism" on which, he maintained, 
this government has embarked. As pre- 
pared, the address was 60,000 words in 
length, but llr. J*«,ar omitted much of it 
owing to an incipient attack of the grip 
from which he was suffering. While the 
speech was a tremendous strain on him 
the more important passages of the 
argument were delivered with force and 
vigor. 


The speech was brilliantly writtan, was 


Illuminated 
with 
splendid rhetorical 


figures and vtes rich with citations from 
history. One'of-the notable parts of the 
address was the eulogy of Ag-uinaldo. 
Mr. Hoar <Sd not liken the insurgent 
leader to "Washington, as has been done 
heretofore, but to Kossuth. Com Paul, 
Joubert, Nathan Hale and other builders 
of the church of liberty. In statecraft 
he likened AeuinaWo and his associates 
in the leadership of the Filipinos to the 
best minds ever produced in the Asiatic 
race—a race which handed down to us 
the-scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, the poetry of J>a'vid> the eloquence 
of Isaiah, the wtolam of Solomon and 
the profound philosophy of Paul. 


Sena-tor Hoar started by sketching the 


nation as en a pinnacle of prosperity and 
international influence at the time of 
the beginning of the Spanish war, then 
\vorkad Into ills subject by stating that 
he saw no prospect of relief except 
through the Republican party, which ho 
hoped to see in time draw back to the 
old, beaten patJi from which it had 
strayed. 
He felt that the election of 


Bryan would give no assurance of a 
better settlement of the question of im- 
perialism, while tt would bring in other 
evils which were to be avoided at all 
hazards. In speafting of the Republican 
party's d'eparture from its beaten path 
on the imperialism issue, he drew a 
warning from the experience of the old 
Whig party, which, fell, he said, when it 
appeared to be in the height of its in- 
fluence. 


He then urged that under the prin- 


ciples on which American greatness had 
come into being, the acquisition of new 
territory could only be for a constitu- 
tional end, and that in every case of 
American expansion, heretofore, terri- 
tory had b««n acquired only with the in- 
tention of uJtlnrately making new states. 
He held tbat no territory had been ac- 
quired in the Philippines outside of Ma- 
nila. 
Territory, not a people, may be 


conveyed, he sstld, ,but only when tha 
title is unquestioned. 
And if a peopla 


like the Filipinos risij against a tyrant 
and gain possession, Rave they not this 
title? he asked. 
He argued that the 


Philippine republic was a nation, as 
far advanced as Cuba, and worthy of the 
same treatment by this country. 


The whole" difficulty with the Filipinos, 


he urged, could have been avoided if the 
islands could have had the same treat- 
ment as Cuba. 
He quoted from official 


documents to show that pledgees along 
this line were given, and that the Amer- 
ican generals recognized in Aguinaldo 
ability and power and fitness to govern. 


Then after his detailed review of the 


experiences of the United States with 
this leader, in working toward his per- 
oration he instanced the great cost of 
keeping the islands, the loss of this 
nation's standing in the movement for 
universal peace, not neglecting to re- 
call the experience at home with 10,- 
000,000 negroes. 
What a triumph it 


would have been if the Philippines had 
been accorded the same treatment ac- 
corded to Cuba! he exclaimed. 


He suggested aid in setting up an In- 


dependent government as the right ait- 
titude for this country toward the Phil- 
ippines, and eloquently declared that he 
•was willing to trust the American peo- 
ple if they were enabled to judge fairly 
in the matter. 
He deplored the fact 


that the uniforms and drums, and the 
waving flags, and "somebody shooting 
at somebody somewhere," were clouding 
the real tesue, and eloquently defended 
the flag as a symbol of freedom and lib- 
erty, rather than as a sign of power 
and might. 


With spirited language h« called in 


question the statement that the new 
ideas have the sympathy of the American 
people, 
and closed by calling up the 


shades of departed statesmen, and in 
fancy, calling the roll and getting from 
each, from Washington to Sumner, a 
negation of the portending policy. He 
added McKinley to the rest, each In a, 
sentence giving the reason for his vote. 
Every vote was in the negative, except 
that of Aaron Burr, who voted "yes" and 
explained: 
"You are repeating my buc- 


caneering expedition down the Missis- 
sippi. 
T am to be vindicated at last.' 


When the name of William McKinley 


was called, he replied: 
"There has been 


a cloud before my vision for a mo- 
ment, but T see clearly now; I go back to 
what I said two years ago: 
'Forcible 


annexation Is criminal aggression: gov- 
ernments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed: not of 
some of them, but of all of them.' 
I will 


stand with the fathers of the republic. 
I will stand with the founders of tho 
Republican party. No." 


The effect was dramatic. As Mr. Hoar 


pronounced his peroration the stillness 
in the chamber was intense. 
Applause 


swept over the galleries', but it was 
hushed quickly by the president pro tern- 
pore.

SENATOR HOAR'S SPEECH 


Senator Hoar added nothing in his 


speech of yesterday to the thought in 
liis previous speech on the Pllippin- 
question. He dwells on two ooinTs. His 
'dissent frocn the policy of his party is 
based on his claim that the Philippines 
•were a free people and unwilling to be- 
come our subject, that there is no con- 
stitutional warrant lor our policy in 
the archipelago. 


In regard to his assertions concern- 


ing the independence of the Philippines 
decided exceptions may be taken. If 
the Philippines were free and indepen- 
dent why does the senator sneak on the 
question of handing them back to 
Spain? "One of the apostles," he says, 
"would as soon have.thought of giving 
back a redeemed soul to the dominion 
of Satan." Further he informs us that 
officials of our army and navy took 
Aguinaldo from China to Luzon to 
fight Spain in the islands and prom- 
ised idependence to Aguinaldo. How, 
under the 
circumstances, were 
the 


Philippines 
free 
and 
independent? 


Spain was the sovereign of the Philip- 
pines until she ceded her sovereignty 
to the United States and neither 
Aguinaldo nor any other man, men or 
power had 
wrested her sovereignty 


from her. 


Senator Hoar arg-ues fom the assum- 


tion that Agninaldo was the Filipino 
people, that he represented them and 
that his demands were their demands. 
There is not a particle uf evidence to 
support this assumption, 
Aguinaldo 


had lived in Chinese towns for many 
a day before Dewey shot Spain out of 
Manila Bay, doing nothing more but 
intriguing with a few revolutionists 
against the power he sold out to, Tf do- 
ing that much. Nobody knows what 
the Filipino people want and nobody 
•will know until under the freedom of 
United tSates sovereignty 
they are 


given, an opportunity to express them- 
eelves at the noils. 


On the constitutional grounds Sena- 


tor Hoar argues thinly. He concedes 
the right to acquire territory by con- 
quest and to make laws for the govern- 
ment of people in that territory, but 
declares that it must be done to a 
constitutional end—for the purpose of 
making new states or for the national 
dafense and security. 
According to 


this constitutional argument we may 
(proceed against Canada at. once, or 
against the South American countries, 
so Ions as we declare we are going to 
make states of the territory and peo- 
ple we may conquer or use them for 
the national defer.se and security. 


There is mora room for the hated 


"imperialism" in this argument than 
anythink Senator Lodge or any other 
supporter of McKinley ever said. 


LOST TO THKIli CAUSE 


Itmustbe freely admitted that Senator 


Hoar has placed himself in -what the 
•war-men callti an impoesbile r>c-sition. 
He condemns the republican policy as 
the policy that will destroy the repub- 
lic, yet he pledges himself to tho repub- 
lican party and announces that there 
is no hope except that which !s found 
in that party. The republican party 
and its policyneither need nor fear Sen- 
ator Hoar, but the party of ietro;;rr-s- 
si'/n and its supporting journals and 
i MiKwump.s ncc-'l ^r-ri?>tor Hoar greatly 
and are v. rathful because his position 
•weakens their position much more than 
any oth'-r .'iinjjifc thing1, man or inci- 
dent of tho present national situation.

MISS MARY JOHNSTON 


The Popular as well as Artistic Success oj 


Author of "To Have and to Hold" 


and "'Prisoners of Hope'* 


The succfss, popular a? \ \ i i i ,,s ar- 


tistic, of Miss Jlary Johnston, the au- 
thor of "To Have and To Hold" and 
"Prisoners of Hope," is one of the ro- 
mances of literature paralleled most 
nearly by the careers of Jane Austen 
and Charlotte Bronte. L'ntil a few 
years ago she had written nothing. 
Then she wrote "Prisoners of Hope," 
which was eminently successful for the 
first work of an author, and now "To 
Have arid To Hold" has not only en- 
hanced her reputation as a literary 
artist, but has placed her in the front 
rank of "po-pular" romancists. The 
success of "To Have and To Hold" has 
been really remarkable. On the day of 
its publication advance orders for 45,- 
000 copies had been received, and two 
weeks after it had issued from the 
press of Houghton, Mifflin & 'Co., the 
actual sales amounted to over 100,000. 
In one week alone over 64,000 copies 
were taken by dealers, and exactly one 
month after publication it had passed 
into its 125th thousand. Even "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin," probably the most popu- 
lar American novel ever published, did 
not do so well, for two months af te1- pub- 
lication has passed before Mrs. Stowe's 
classic had been sold to the number of 
100,000. The author of this higrhlv suc- 
cessful novel comes of an old Virginia 
family. Her father is Major John W. 
Johnston, who won his rank as an ar- 
tiller yofficer in the Confederate army. 
He is a lawyer by profession, but since 
the war has engaged in Southern rail- 
road enterprises. When his daughter 
was 16 years old, he removed with his 
family to Birmingham, Ala., and with 
the -exception of a residence of four 
years in New York city, this has since 
been the home of the familv. 
Miss 


Johnston's mother died not long after 
the removal of the family to Bir- 
mingham, and Miss Johnston, asl the 


oldest of the daughters, became the 
head of her father's house, a position 
she still occupies 


As a child Miss Johnston's health 


was delicate; and, in fact, she has nev- 
er been in. possession of ent:rely good 
health, both "Prisoners of Hope" and 
"To Have and to Hold" having been 
written under stress of great physical 
difficulty. On account 
of 
her 
frail 


health as a child her schooling1 was 
irregular When not at school, and, yet 
too ill to wander about the woods, she 
read. Her tastes were catholic, and 
moreover, she had mot a great library 
from which to pick a.nd choose, and so 
must take what she could find. She read 
everything her father's librarv afford- 
ed, and at an age when most young 
girls are still lingering over the pages 
of their favorite story-teller she had 
read children's stories, fairy tales, nov- 
els, religious works, essays, biogra- 
phies, 
histories, 
memoirs, 
Doems. 


plays—everything she could lay her 
hands on. As a child she loved Scott 
and read and re-read him; and with 
Dickens it was much the same. She 
read also a great deal of the best of 
seventeenth and eighteenth century 
literature, and delighted in history. 
She grew to love poetry with increas- 
ing years %nd was fondest then, as she 
is now, of tht ballads of Scotland and 
the writings of Shakespeare. 
In later 


years, her ill health continuing she was 
taken from school and had most of 
her studies at hdme, and she then de- 
veloped a fondness of the 
English 


dramatists which she has never out- 
grown. Certainly to the influence of 
these writers must be due much of the 
fine constructive qualities which would 
so admirably fit both "To have and to 
hold" and "Prisoners of hope" for dra- 
matic production. 


and policy are not so bad but that 
their supreme critic can conscientious- 
ly follow them.

popular mandate, will hardly fail to 
pursue it with the popular approval 
at his back. And the pursuit of it, Mr. 
Hoar himself tells us, leads to the 
wreck of popular government in this 
hemisphere, if not throughout 
the 


world. Where four years more of car- 
nage and destruction and bloodshed in 
the Philippines will leave the cause of 
insular self-government and indepen- 
dence, we leave for others to figure out. 


Rarely before has a statesman, in a 


great national crisis and y all solemn- 
ity, put himself in so extraordinary a 
position. The senator mocks his own 
words and scon's at the persuasions of 
his own great eloquence. But the word 
will in this case effect more than the 
example; for we must Question whether 
another person exists in all the coun- 
try, who, honestly persuaded that tho 
administration's course involves what 
Mr. Hoar says it does, will for a single 
moment think of assisting in an in- 
dorsement of that adminitration as the 
best practical means of averting the 
catastrophe t--> republican institutions.

Editor of the Transcript: 


Simply as a side-light on your ap- 


preciative words concerning Mr. Robin- 
son in Saturday's Transcript, may I set 
down here one little incident that oc- 
curred recently?

Only a Step From Royal MaffnUloenoe to 


Crowd* of Half Naked Workers. 


One of the strangest contrasts in Na- 


ples is to walk from the royal palace, 
•with its "fine marble staircase, np the 
new Corse He d'lfcalia and to climb in- 
to the steep streets around the Church, 
of San Soverino e Soaio. 


These streets are the dwelling places 


of the dyers, and one steps from regal 
magnificence into a crowd of seminaked 
people, who are busily dipping great 
hanks of cotton or wool into seething 
caldrons.

DON'T LEAVE THE CITY 


Security Against Attack IB the 


First Consideration.

men, and women, too, for that matter, 
to know what a fighting laager is lite," 
writes A, 0.

"In 
wartime the Boer never, under any cir- 
cumstances, makes his laager In the 
open country If there are any kopjea 
about. No matter If there is not a foe 
within 50 miles, the Boer commander 
always pitches his laager between two 
parallel lines of hills, so that no attack 
can be made upon him without giving 
him an Immense advantage over the 
attacking force, even If the enemy Is 
ten times as strong. 


"If the Boers have a choice of ground, 


they pick a narrow ravine, with a line 
of hills front and rear, covered with 
small bowlders and bushes. They drive 
their wagons along the ravine and 
make a sort of rude breastworks with 
them, between which the women are 
placed for safety. It Is a noticeable 
fact that large numbers of women have 
followed their husbands and fathers to 
the war, not to act as viragoes, not to 
play the wanton nor to handle the rifle, 
but to nurse the wounded, to comfort 
the dying and to lay out the dead.

"When the scouts are out, the laager 


Is fixed for the night—not an exhaust- 
ive proceeding, as the Boers do not 
go in for luxuries. Here a tarpaulin is 
stretched over a temporary ridgepole, 
blankets are tossed down on the hard 
earth, saddles are used for pillows, 
and the couch is complete. A little 
farther down the line- a rude canvas 
screen is thrown over the wheels of a 
wagon, and a family, or, rather, bus 
band and wife, make themselves at 
home under the wagon. The single 
men simply throw themselves at full 
length on the ground, wrap their one 
thin blanket around them and smoke 
and jest, while the Kaffirs light the 
fires. 


"The coffee is soon made, 'and the 


simple meal begins. 
It consists of 


'rusks,' a kind of bread baked until it 
becomes crisp and hard, and plenty of 
hot coffee. I never saw any people so 
fond of this beverage as the Boers are. 
They live, when in laager, like Spar- 
tans. They dress anyhow, sleep any- 
how and eat just rusks and coffee, and 
precious little else. Talk about 'Tom- 
my' and his hard times! Why, a p:i- 
vate soldier at the front sleeps better, 
dresses better and eats better than n 
Boer general. 


"After tea the Boers sit about and 


clean their rifles. 
The women move 


from one little group to another, chat- 
ting cheerfully, but I saw nothing iu 
their conduct or in the conduct of anj 
man toward one of them that would 
cause the most chaste matron in Great 
Britain to blush or droop her eyes. 


"There is In the laager an utter ab- 


sence of what we term soldierly dis- 
cipline. There Is no saluting of offi- 
cers, no stiffness, no starch anywhere. 
The general lounges about with hands 
In pocket and pipe in mouth. He talks 
to the men, the striplings and the wo- 
men, 
and they talk back in a manner 


which seems strange to a Britisher 
familiar to ways of military camps. 


"After the chatting the parson, if 


there Is one in the laager, raises his 
hands and all listen with reverent 
faces while the man of God utters a 
few words In a solemn tone. Then nil 
kneel and a prayer floats up toward 
the skies. A few moments later the 
Whole camp is wrapped in sleep. Noth- 
ing Is heard but the neighing of horses, 
the bellowing of cattle, the bleating of 
sheep and the occasional barking of 
a dog. 


"At regular Intervals men rise si- 


lently from the ranks of the sleepers, 
pick up their rifles silently like ghosts 
and slip out into the shadows of the 
kopjes. Other men, equally silent, 
glide ia from posts they have been 
guarding and stretch themselves out to 
snatch slumber while they may. At 
dawn the men toss their btefikets 
aside and spring up ready dressed. 
The everlasting rusks and coffee are 
served, horses are saddled, cattle are 
yoked and in the twinkling of an eye 
the camp is broken np and the army is 
on the march again, with scouts guard- 
ing every pass in front, scouts watch- 
ing, 
themselves unseen, on evcrv

COST Or THE BOER WAR. 


Likely to Be the Most Expensive of 


All Victorian Wars. 


The following statement of an official 


of the exchequer shows that the cost of 
the pending war in South Africa will 
not only eclipse the expenditures for 
the Crimean war, but will probably, 
make it the costliest of all Victorian, 
wars: 


"Taking the estimate of £60,000,000, 


as well within the limits of probability, 
we find that for a period of nine 
months this war will cost us at the 
rate of over £152 a minute, or £9,132 an 
hour, night and day. Thus for the pur- 
poses of our South African war alone 
we are spending at the rate of consid- 
erably over £1,500,000 every week in 
addition to our normal expenditure of 
over £47,000,000 a year in maintaining 
our army and fleet and a further £25,- 
000,000 a year in discharge of liabilities 
for wars in the past. 


"We thus find ourselves in the strange 


position of spending on war alone the 
stupendous sum of £152,000,000 a year, 
or something like £40,000,000 more than 
our total national revenues for the 
year."—*>lUfi\ Weekly.

International Congress to Meet la 


Paris Thin Year. 


From Sept. 3 to Sent. 8 there will 


take place at Paris the jubilee of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Perma- 
nent Association of the- International 
Scientific Congress of Popular Provi- 
dent Institutions, says the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Times. 
The association was founded in 1875 
for the study and exchange of experi- 
ences of the various countries of Eu- 
rope and America on the part of the 
statesmen, scholars and administrators 
regarding the legislative and adminis- 
trative results or" such institutions as 
savings banks, school savings banks, 
mutual societies for si^k, etc , co-opera- 
tive, credit, productive and distributive 
associations. 


The founder of this association, M. 


de Malarce, who is the permanent sec- 
retary, has been charged with the prep- 
aration of a secular and universal his- 
torical report on the progress of such 
provident Institutions during this cen- 
tury, and his report will serve as an in- 
troduction to the jubilee session. In 
this report the names of the persons 
assisting in this work will be mention- 
ed. Thus each country will have the 
local satisfaction of having those per- 
sons mentioned who during- the centu- 
ry have been most devoted to these in- 
stitutions of a higher civilization.

award to SI. Malarce the Fabian prize, 
destined to honor the person who by 
practical and most efficient means has 
contributed most toward the ameliora- 
tion of the moral and material condi- 
tion of the most numerous class.

Stamp Books on Sale Soon

Delightful Scenes of Party Harmony 


at Last Night's Caucuses 


There was nothing very exciting 


about the republican, caucuses last eve- 
ning, with the exception of the anxiety 
in some wards to* see whether OP not 
the attendance would be large enough 
to provide for the election of the two 
necessary officers, chairman and sec- 
retary. This was acomplished in all 
the wards, however, three voters being 
enough for thepurpose, two to hold the 
offices and one to vote them in. On a 
pinch it is presumed that the chairman 
could elect the secretary and the sec- 
retary elect the chairman, but this 
might cause embarussment in the put- 
ting of the motion?, and fortunately 
the emergency did not have to be met. 
Three was the smallest number of 
voters in any ward, and 12 the largest. 
It is probable that the number of dele- 
gates chosen to the two conventions 
was larger than the number of voters 
who choose them. 


There were no contests in any of the 


wards, and the harmony of the gath- 
erings was a feature. An example, 
taken at random from ward 6, will 
show how peaceable the meetings were. 
At 7.35, five minutes after the time for 
caling the caucuses, there were pres- 
ent three voters, Chairman Flood of 
the ward committee, Benjamin. T. Ma- 
genis, who was in city hall on business 
in the treasurer's office, and Henry A. 
Tower. Chairman Flood called the 
meeting to order, read the call, and 
asked for nominations for chairman. 
Mr. Magenis nominated Mr. Flood. The 
nomination was promptly seconded by 
Mr. Tower and Mr. Flood waited for 
someone to put the vote, not caring to 
announce his own election. Mr. Tower 
therefore called for votes, 
and 
Mr. 


Magenis responded with a lusty "Aye." 
There were no votes against, .and Mr. 
Flood was declared elected. In ac- 
cepting the office Mr. Flood said: 


"The honor of this choice is entirely 


unexpected, but I thank the citizens of 
the ward, and shall endeavor to fill the 
office to the best of my ability." 


Nominations for secretary were then 


called for, and Mr. Tower nominated 
Mr. Magenis. Chairman Flood put the 
motion, and Mr. Tower voted . unani- 
mously in favor, Mr. Magenis' opposi- 
tion not being sufficient to defeat the 
motion. The caucus was then in run- 
ning1 order, and the polls were declared 
open. Mr. Tow-er deposited his ballots, 
and departed, leaving I.ir. Flood and 
Mr. Magenis to keep the polls open for 
30 minutes. With the exception of the 
votes cast by Mr. Flood and Mr. Ma- 
genis there were no features, and when 
the polls were declared closed, the 
counting of the votes was quickly com- 
pleted there being five in favor of 
the regular ticket. 


The caucuses in the other wards were 


opened in much the same manner, al- 
though in ome wards aTEew more voters 
dropped in. Printed ballots were pro- 
vided in all the wards except ward 4, 
where written slips answered the pur- 
pose, and as there were only 
seven 


votes _cast, there was no confusion re- 
sulting.

Taxation Matter 


Finally Acted Upon Un- 


favorably to Towns 


BOSTON AND ALBANY 
LEASE 


New Bill Drawn Up, WHh Many Impor- 


tant Provisions. Petitions Favor- 


ing Lease Presented From 


This 
City. 
Capital 


Punishment 


In the legislature yesterday the house 


gave its attention to the adverse re- 
poit of the taxation committee on the 
petition of John L. Mather, mayor of 
Northampton, and of Richard W. Ir- 
win and others, a committee of city 
council of Northampton, for an act to 
provide that the state shall pay the 
taxes to be assessed upon literary and 
scientific institutions, a matter that is 
of much interest in "Williams-town. Mr. 
Feiker of Northampton did what he 
could as a representative, of the city to 
win and others, a committee of the city 
pending- bill, which he had moved, to 
substitute, being evidently unaccept- 
able to the house, he moved to amend 
by a bill to permit cities and towns to 
tax the land of colleges. But the latter 
was ruled out on a point of order and 
then the house, by 51 to 128, refused to 
substitute the original bill, and ac- 
cepted the report. As the adverse re- 
port has already been accepted by the 
senate, this concurrent action by the 
house disposes of the matter finally for 
this session. 


Mr. Turtle of Pittsfield, as chairman, 


of the railroad committee, had an order 
adopted permitting the committee to 
sit during the session of the legislature 
This was lo enable them to attend the 
Albany lease hearing. 
Petitions in 


favor of the lease were presented by 
Messrs Brown and Card of this city, 
Shufelt of Great Harrington and Gar- 
field of Brockton. 


A new bill authorizing the lease of 


the Boston and Albany railroad by the 
New York Central was offered in com- 
mittee on railroads as a substitute for 
the bill which recently has been before 
the committee. The measure calls for 
a separate account, showing receipts, 
expenses and profits from, the Boston 
and Albany, to be submitted to the 
board of railroad commissioners, all of 
said profits above the amount require-d 
to pay dividends of 8 per cent, per an- 
num on the capital stock to be applied 
to improvements, or, if the board of 
railroad commissioners shall so de- 
termine, to reduce fares and freight 
rates until the net earnings shall not 
exceed the amount necessary to pay 
such a dividend; for rates that shall 
place Boston in all respects on as favor- 
able a footing as the city of iNew ¥ork, 
in respect to transportation of freight 
by the New York Central, and for a 
referendum to the people of the com- 
monwealth at the election next No- 
vember. 


The bill also provides that the lease 


shall become void if either of the condi- 
tions set forth in the bill "at any time 
ceases to be performed and fulfilled in 
any material part thereof." 


The committee 
on judiciary, with 


the dissent of Senator Currier and of 
Representatives Davenport of Green- 
field, Minton of Boston, Colby of Bos- 
ton and Odlin of Lynn, has reported a 
bill for the abolition of capital punish- 
ment. It also provides a way for re- 
opening the case v, hen the convicted 
person wishes to prove that he is in- 
nocent. 


HASSON WAS DISCHARGED 


Court Martial Found Him Not Gjilty of 


Desertion From Plattsburg 


Word has been received from Platts- 


burg barracks, that Luther Hasson has 
been discharged by the court-martial 
which tried him on the charge of de- 
sertion. Hasson was enlisted through 
the recruiting- office in this city and 10 
days after he joined his company was 
reported missing. He was arrested in 
Pownal, brought to this city and taken 
by Sergeant Foy to Plattsburg. 


Judge D. T. Bates of Pownal, inter- 


ested himself in Hasson's behalf and a 
petition was circulated in Pownal ask- 
ing that leniency be shown by the 
court-martial. The petition was for- 
warded to the congressman of the dis- 
trict. Judge Bates was also present at 
the court-martial. Hasson will serve 
his term of enlistment, but will have 
to pay all the. expenses of the case. 


Mull Witness Made Trouble 


Elizabeth Dwyer, who figured promi- 


nently in the trial of Archie Mull, 
charged with the1 murder of Nelville B. 
Lord of Nassua, at Troy but a short 
time ago, was before Magistrate Jones 
of Troy Monday. Mrs. Dwyer was the 
housekeepar for Nelville B. Lord, for 
whose murder Mull was convicted and 
sentenced to death. 
It was mainly 


through her testimony and that of the 
boy, Arthur Snyder, that Mull was con- 
victed. She was lying on a stoop on 
Hutton street in Troy in a drunken 
stupor Sunday afternoon and it re- 
quired the services of several policemen 
to bring her to the station house. She 
told the magistrate that if she were al- 
lowed to £'o free she would return im- 
mediately to Nassau. Her promise wa-s 
accepted and she was allowed to leave 
for Nassau.
